Free Pkess: The postmaster general has 
decided on the representations of Mr. Frank 
Oliver to send a special mail from Lac la 
Biche to Chipewayan, Lake Athabasca, and 
from Edmonton to Peace river, about the 
end of January next.

THe telegraph operators on the C. P. R, 
went on strike at midnight last Monday 
by order of the head of the railway tele- 
graph operators’ union. As far ascan be 
learned the operators demand higher pay 
and payment for overtime. As a result of 
the strike no news can be got in from the 
outside. Messages by the government line 
to the east have to go over theC. P. R. 
wires, and though the government operators 
aire not on strike, cannot go further than 
Qu’Appelle from Edmonton by that service. 
The strike places the whole business of the 
company in an awkward position, as they 
are unable to telegraph their orders through 
to the train despatchers.

/ The motion of which Mr. Oliver has 
recently given notice in reference to C. 
P. R. lands reaches a matter of great 
importa:.ce to the. Northwest. With 
characteristic perseverance he has ap- 
parentiy gene to the very root of it. 
The general supposition was that the 
exemption from texation granted to the 
C. P.R_ on its Jands for a term of 
twenty years, would cease at the ex- 
piration of twenty years from the date 
of the contract. It appears, however, 
that the charter says “twenty years 
from the issue of a patent from the 
crown-” It is now nearly sixteen years 
since the contract with the syndicate 
was entered into. It wiil probably 
astonish the public to learn that of 
about® 20,000,000 acres of land really 
owned by that company, less than 
1,400,000 acres have been patented. It 
is clear from this that only such lands 
as the company has been able to dis- 
pose of are yet made subject to taxa- 
tion. This isa similar imposition to 
that which has been practised by C. P. 
i. “ townsite trustees” on the town 
municipalities in regard to unsuld town 
lots. And this thing has gone on for 
sixteen years! During the greater 
part of that time the Territories have 
had representation at Ottawa. What 
kind of representatives had we? Dumb 
dogs selected by conventions of gov- 
ernmett heelers, elected by government 
influence, and in every way subordinat- 
ed to the erack of the party whip. 
True there was one that occasionally 
howled in ventilating personal spite 
arising from frustrated ambition, but 
even he invariably fell into line as soon 
as he had drowned the disappointment. 


The ©. P. R. Company have been 
careful to select about }2.000,000 acres 
that they hoid unpatented. They 
exercise ownership by selling hay and 
pasture permits uponit. Mr. Oliver 
wants the House to order that patent ‘ 
issue at once. But even though this 
be done, the twenty years’ exemption 
originally intended will have become 
thirty six years, unless the company 
can be compelled to conform with the 
spirit of the charter.—Regina Standard. 


MISREPRESENTING CANADA. 


There is a considerable Canadian 
population in the United States whose 
esteem it would be worth while for an 
American journal to cultivate; and the 
method would be very simple, namely, 
to inaugurate the startling reform of 
publishing the truth about this coun- 
try instead of the rubbish that is too 
often served up to the aewspaper read- 
We find in 
a recent issue of the Illinois State Re- 
gister, and also in the Richmond, Va., 
Dispat zh, a letter signed “A. Regnault,” 
in which it is represented that annexa- 
tion is a-burning question in this coun- 
try. There is, it appears, an-associa- 
tion in Toronto, with “a fine clubhouse 
and printing establishment,” devoted to 
the movement. It must be subterran- 
ean, as nobody here has ever seen it. 
A convention of annexationists is to be 
held in Toronto: “ Wilfrid Laurier, 
the first French-Canadian to attain the 
premiership, is at heart the staunchest 
of annexationists, and so for the first 
tims in the history of Canada the pro- 
moters of continental union will hold a 
gathering practicaliy sanctioned by the 
government.” No such convention has 
been heard of here, and it will certain- 
ly not be practically sanctioned by the 
government. If the Register, or any 
other American journal, would take the 
trouble to send a trustworthy corres- 
pondent to Canada he would find that 
annexation is regarded here very much 
as a proposition to.annex the State of 
I}linois to Canada would be regarded in 
What object can be gained 
by keeping Americans in ignorance on 
this point, and irritating Canadian 
readers by the publication of stuff which 
simply caricatures Canadian public 
opinion ? 

We may say that the papers in ques- 
tion were sent to us, accompanied with 
letters from Canadians residing in the 
States, protesting against the assertions 
of the newspaper writer, One says: 
“I know as well as you do that it is a 
notorious humbug, but almost anything 
is believed by a great many people here 
about Canada.” Another writes: “To 
me it is perfectly absurd to accuse Mr. 
Laurier, aud indirectly the liberal party 
of annexation aims; and as this is not 
the first time that I have seen in lead- 
ing papers in this country similar senti- 
ments expressed, I can scarcely help 
suspecting that these things are prompt- 
ed by ceriain persons in Canada who 
are not friends of the liberal party, and

PIONEER MISSIONARY. 


It 1s reported that Bishop Grandin, 
O. M. L, D. D., will be accompanied 
back to St. Albert by a priest who will 
be appointed assistant bishop to per- 
form the active work.of the extensive 
diocese, his lordship retaining the 
duties» of supervisor. This step has 
become necessary on account of his 
lordship’s health, which has been poorly 
or some time. Bishop Grandin is uow 
a guest at the palace, St. Boniface on 
his way. home from Montreal, where he 
went for medical treatment and rest. 
This venerab.e prelate is one of the 
pioneer missionaries to the Indians in 
the Canadian Northwest. He arrived 
at Red River from France in August, 
1854, just forty two years ago. After 
remaining one year at St. Boniface he 
proceeded to Athabasca accompanied 
by the late Bishop Tache and after a 
tour of discovery connected with the 
establishmens of a depot at Lac la 
Biche bad been accomplished by the 
latter, returned along with him to Ste. 
a la Crosse, where he took up his mis- 
sion career, taking up the work that 
Bishop Tache had commenced as a 
priest. In 1857 he was appointed co- 
adjutor bishop on the recommendation 
of Bishop Tache, and on Nov. 30th, 
859, was consecrated at Marseilles, 
France. Dr. Grandin was at that time 
in low health, but not withstanding 
that fact he returned to Ste. a la Crosse 
in 1860, and in 1861 proceeded on a 
tour to the Mackenzie River district. 
Here he founded a depot at a place 
named by him “ Providence,” (now 
known as Fort Providence,) with a 
view toits becominy the residence of 
the new bishop whom it was then pro- 
posed to nominate to preside over the 
districts of Mackenzie and Athabasca. 
After penetrating as far as Fort Nor- 
man, Bishop Grandin »:turned to Ste a 
la Crosse, where he arrived in 1864, 
after three years residence in the ex- 
treme north. In 1867 he accompanied 
Bishop Tache to Rome. Since that 
period to the present he has been ac- 
tively engaged in the work of christian- 
izing and educating the aborigines to 
which he has devoted his life. Some 
years ago on the division of the pro- 
vince of St. Boniface, Bishop Grandin 
was appointed bishop of St. Albert, his 
seat §being at St. Albert, north of Ed- 
monton.—Free Press.

Dear Sir: Since visiting your 
country for the first time a year ago and 
spending some weeks amongst relatives 
at Namao, I have been greatly inter- 
ested in your paper and the affairs in 
general of Alberta. 

What leads me to write now are the 
letters of Jokn Fernie, of Lacombe, on 
averting frosts and hail. He is un- 
knowa to me except through these 
letters, and I want to say he shows 
himself thereby possessed of a good 
deal of practical good sense. - For fif- 
teen years my home has been in Western 
New York and the setting of fires as a 
protection against frost is in common 
use’ here. Farmers 1aise strawberries 
and raspberries, cucumbers for pickles, 
and tomatoes for canning, by the acres. 
Sometimes in spring the berry blossoms 
are caught by frost and sometimes in 
the fall the late cucumbers and toma- 
toes meet the. same fate. There are 
very large orchards also through all this 
country. The farmers save the prun- 
ings of the orchards and other refuse 
and use them for fires in case of frost. 
The fires are kindled.on the side of the 
field from which the air is moving, an 
in case of a perfect calm,.in places 
amidst the field or on all sides, Lest 
some people might think Mr. Fernie’s 
suggestions only visionary I thought 
this testimony might be of value.
